We all arriv’d this Morning at the Places and Time 
agreed ; and we laid our Bridges at Kerkhoven, and 
caus'd a great Body of our Troops to pais over, before 
the Enemy had Notice of it: Then we marcird di- 
reCtly to the Poft which the Enemy had at Berchem. In 
the mean while, the Counc de Lotram mad: himielf 
Mafter likewife of che Poft of Gavre, without Refiftante. 
fluc Prince Eugene finding the Pailage at Efcansfic roo 
difficult, and having Inteiligence thac we were Mafters 
ef the River at Kerkhoven, he immediately caus’d his 
Troops to march thither, and there came over alio.
